The prior art of record fail to disclose a semiconductor integrated circuit, in combination 
with other cited limitation, a second external terminal that has a higher impedance than the first 
external terminals and is implemented between the first external terminals; and a capacitor unit 
of which one end is connected to the second external terminal and the other end is arranged to 
have a predetermined electrical potential as recited in claims 1.
